Unfortunately, but comparatively few among the more modern 
Students of psvchology, and the more recently admitted members 
of the Temple of the People have familiarized themselves with one 
of the basic teachings of the \Wisdom Religion ; namely, the Seven 
Principles, or the seven divisions of Matter, Force, and Conscious- 
ness. Theretore, such students find it very difficult to interpret 
certain terms or to connect various references and features of 
instructions in. constant use by their teachers with those corre- 
Sponding divisions or principles. This leads to much confus1on, and 
in Some instances to very much injury. In no instance may greater 
injury accrue to the 1gnorant than by wrongly considering the 
nature and functions of the lower self—the Linga Sharira, as it 
1s termed in the teachings of the far East, and the Ka” or double, 
the shadow, as that form was always termed þy the ancient Egyp- 
trans. 

This division of the human being 1s built up and comes to 
maturity with the mind and physical body of man, and persists 
for a definite period after the passing of the soul, though invisible 
to the majority of people. As the lifeless body falls apart through 
the action of the elementary forces, so the lower astral is disin- 
tegrated by the same forces at a later period when the soul passes 
to a higher order of life, unless it 1s revived by the thought and 
will of the incarnating Ego, or 1s deliberately earthbound by strong 
desire. | 

It 1s the lower self—the *Ka" of an earthhound soul which re- 
ponds to the call of the average spiritualist, and which is frequently 
Seen In graveyards, or when separating 1tself from the body of the 
dying. 

It also operates in sensuous dream life. Its substance is created 
by the lower or sensuous pole of human nature. As it is a perfect 
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replica of the physical body it is easily . mistaken for the departed 
personaltty. 

[In occa<tonal cases.hefore death it gains such perfect control of 
the hody which envelops it that the real entity—the Soul—1s driven 
out tor the time heing.. There seems to-be a great and unaccount- 
able change for the worse in the person in such an instance. This 
change may occur through an injury to the physical body or brain, 
Such an injury as might paralyze some normal spiritual or brain 
center, thereby inhihiting normal control by the indwelling <oul, 
and leaving the body at the mercy of the elementary forces of this 
lower selt. 

A sizht of this creature, as it really would appear in the 
majority of human heings, would be enough to strike terror or 
d1sgust into the heart of the one beholding it. When you realize 
that every. selfish, cruel, sensual, vicious thought you have cherished 
or have sent out, and the nature and power of the forces set free 
in all ch characteristic acts that you may have performed mm a 
lifetime, and become aware that they have been centralized and 
materialized in that lower self, you can form some concept of 1ts 
1ppearance and proclivities; and when you also realize that it is 
endowed with all of the self-conceit of the average human heing, 
his power of. comprom1se, treachery, and vanity, you may be able 
to see how such an entity would naturally try to deceive the weak 
as to its real character, and claims, and even as to its appearance 
by casting a glamor over the mind of the observer. 

In a few words, it 1s the devil incarnate in human nature, and 
every human heing 1s possessed of this. devil, which 1s weak or 
Strong according to its endowment ; and which, hke the devil which 
tempted Jesus, 1s always *taking the soul up into a high mountain” 
and offering it all the kingdoms of the earth” ; that is, it is always 
playing on the ambition and greed of human nature, and trying to 
drive a bargain with the indwelling soul by offering those things 
it 18 in fact powerless to hestow in return for the devotion of the 
Soul—for it can only live by consent of the Soul. 

[f the reality, the existence and the resident power of this other 
or lower self 1s fully accepted and understood by the soul, there 1s 
much less danger to the latter—the antithesis of this lower self-— 
from 1ts machinations or presentments, 

All true neophytes know that it 1s against powers and principalt- 
ties that the human <soul 1s arrayed. If we can accept and realize 
the unalterable truth of the words: *I am all power,” we know that 
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we have the power to overcome evil, and render powerless the fiend 
which has stolen the human shape in order to decetve. 

Good 18 all powerful. Evil, or darkness can always be d1ss1pated 
DV LI od— Light. [t will not help You lO OVErcOonmie it to deny the 
existence of this very material entity, as some people would have 
vou do, for in denying 1ts existence you are adding to 1ts strength 
and power by the addition of another he—another evil—to those 
which originally served to create it; and sometime in the future 1t 
will break the bounds set by such denial, and then it will run riot 
n the aura and you will have to reckon with it. 

You should affirm the power of Good with all your strength, 
and at the same tine 1dentify the Higher Self with that good. By 
constantly holding 1n mind the thought of swch 1dentihcation you 
entirely 1gnore the lower self— which 1s the one thing it fears. Þy 
retusing to give 1it the substanece 1t. requires to hve upon, that 1s, the 
<ubstance of vour own evil thoughts and words, it is rendered 
Powerless, becomes more and more tenuous, and «ismtegrates 
quickly after death, and even hefore death, in the case of the 
\Tasters or advanced chelas who have killed 1t out by overcoming 
it with Good, thus changing 1ts nature. 

A Master 1s said to cast no shadow, and but very seldom a 
Shadow can be seen 1n such company. 

Do not feed and nourish that lower selt by fear of its effect on 
vou, or by vielding recognition of 1ts power over you. 

Strive to realize the truth of the words, *I am one with God 
and all Good; evil hath no power over me, and, by making evil 
powerless, free yourselt from its dominion. It 1s the recognition 
Ot this lower self, clothed in its stolen panoply, the forms of 
deceased iriends, that makes $piritualistic seances such dangerous 
places, for most all of the reliable materializations are made by the 
lower self-of the medinm, who clothes itself in the 1mage in the 
nquirer's mind by means of the magnetism of the latter. 

The conscions hfe of the lower Self 1s passed on the lower 
astral plane, therefore it has access to the astral records to what- 
ever extent 1t may read. Occastonally such an entity may tell some 
truth, and make a true prophecy, especially 1f by so doing 1t will 
add to its satisfaction or importance; but usually it is utterly 
unrehable, very changeable by nature, and the wise purpose of 
its being appears to he the conserving or concentrating of the 
floating evil in the nature of man within a form or compass where 
it may be more readily destroyed, or rather where 1t may be changed 
into good by the incarnated I-g0, as opportunity after opportunity 


. 
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offers for paying karmic dehts which have accrued in past lives— 
debts made by the performance of evil thoughts and acts. 

[very normal person 1s more or less conscious of the existence 
of this lower selft. In strong temptation 1ts very tones are heard by 
the inner car, often causing a belief in Divine interposition ; but 1t 
can be stlenced when once recognized. It takes an Initiate of. high 
clegree to bring the Souls of two individuals into conscious contact, 
when they are on different planes and as tis 1s often very hurtful 
to the Soul that 1s freeing 1tselt from Matter, 1t 1s not done except

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VISUAL MUSIC. 


[Ludwig Ganghoter, a celebrated German novehst and writer, 
tells of some odd experiences in his *Life of an Optimist *—how 
he always sees colors when he hears music. It was $0 interesting 
that I translated that particular episode in his hfe, hoping that 1t 
\w1ll prove interesting to the Temple members, and perhaps some- 
one. can give an explanation. I have translated just as he tells it, 
humselt : 

*As a rule 1 saw only one single color, and when that had van- 
1Shed, the objects about me were Just as usual. | 

*1 his seeing colors, became 1intenshed, in later years, when hear- 
ing good music. There-are certain musical works which always 
nroduce the same colors. When hearing Wagner's Rheingold, the 
Stage 18 enveloped in a burning yellow hght and I do not seem to 
hear the mus1c. 

*And when playing Haydn's First Trio with my children, the 
last page of the first movement always appears in a pale violet, 
which, when we begin the -Adagio Cantabile, changes into a deep 
Steel blue. 

*In the Allegro non troppo of the C minor symphony of Bhrams, 
which I have heard several times, I always see the same bright 
crimson, and at one concert, | saw the same color in an immense 
Space, with long undulating clouds in which floated the figure of a 
woman, clothed in a deep scarlet robe. 

*All exciting and pass1onate mus1c, changes into pictures for 
me which I see, but for the time heing, I do not hear the mus1c. 
I most often see such pictures and colors when listening to 
Schumann's and Beethoven's music.”

It he chances to be suddenly aroused, or .1t by a strong 
act ot will he has determined to hold tast to what he sees or hears 
he thwarts his own desire ; he finds that either 1n whole or in part 
his vison or words have escaped him. It 1s more apt to be the 
introductory words oft a sentence or. a scene that escape him than. 
all ot 1t. The primal cause of his difhtculty hes in his unconscious 
use of the opposing, the negative pole of the forces in operation 
at the time being.

For imnstance, the vison or speech has been the result of an 


explosion of poxitive energy—athrmatrve power (as 1s always the 
case when any direct statement 1s made or act committed on any 
plane ot ex1stence). The instant the negative pole of that energy 
—the questioning and therefore the denving power —1s manitested. 
as 1t always 1s the moment the lower mind se1zes a problem or 
fact and attempts to work it out, or a positive effort 1s put forth, 
in any direction, the door between the higher and lower mind 1s 
temporarily closed.

the Spiritual and material economy of nature every man 
Should do the Þbest he can. There 1s no time to- waste, and every 
effort wasted by any individual is a distinet loss to the community. 
[t does not matter that one man's wasted tune gave another man a 
chance to succeed against him. The community loses by the loser's 
defeat, and the only way in which the community can .achieve 
complete victory is to have every man victorious all the tine. This 
1s manitestly imposstÞble while any two men are fightinzg. One of 
them must lose, and his loss 1s ours.  .It therefore hecomes the 
business of the community to cause every. man to feel that 1t -he 
will only do his best he will not be robbed of the fruits of his toil 
through heig weaker. than some other man, or through heing 
weaker than a powerful combination of circumstances against him. 

By Tar the larger part of the work of the world to-day 1s wasted 
work. Relatively few people are actually engaged in the produc- 
tion of food, clothing, and housing. Horses and machinery do 
most of that work. The rest of the trantically busy world 1s en- 
gaged in a hand-to-hand conflict over these goods after our horses 
and machinery have produced them. In the eves of the world this 
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1s bhusiness, 1n the eyes of a co-operator 1t 1s waste. A man may be 
a most $snccessful traveling --salesman for twentv vears, or he may 
he the most expert advertising canyasser on the continent, or he 
may þe a genius at real. estate, but in the eves. of a co-operative 
community that man's life is lost to the world. He has produced 
nothing; he has smply sftood between the producer and the con- 
Sumer and forced them to keep him. Thus all wholesaling, broker- 
ng, and advertising is -useless, and nearly all the people concerned 
1n retailing are wasting every. minute of their tune. 

ÞBut the greatest economic waste of our time 1s not mn the d1s- 
tribution of goods actually produced. The great waste concerns 
the goods which we nnght produce but do not. TIhese hordes oft 
the hest-educated and brightest of our race who are now ardently 
engaged to the utmost of- their strength 1n_ destrovineg each other 
could, 1t their energies were clrected toward production, wrest trom 
nature more wealth than-the world could nse. Wealth would be- 
come a surfeit, like air. 

The result of this svstem 1s that our energetic husiness classes 
do not hold as a $piritual 1deal the successtul service of the race. 
[f they succeed they are satisfhed. They do not, m their old age, 
ask what 1s that thing at which thev have succeeded, nor whether 
Tt mght not have been something at which tney had better have 
failed, or with. which they had hetter never have been concerned.” 
The business mind 1s focussed by 1ts environment on the success of 
the individual, not on the success of the race, and its incentive to 
action 1s therefore cut -1n- halt. When every man can teel, as men 
like Luther Burbank, or Thomas: Edison can teel, that his work 1s 
bringing success to himself and to his race at the same time, he will 
have the double incentive to effort and the effort 1tselt will be on 
a higher plane of evolution. 

[Incentive must be provided for bv competition in the productive 
Service of the nation. When a.youth leaves the unrversity he will 
find promotion. open to him only þy means of proving that he 1s 
better fitted for it than anyone else. Better fitted im the way of 
having experience, knowledge, capacity, or strength to serve the 
nation khetter than his. fellow-workers can serve it. This does not 
mean that those whom he leaves behind will starve, for they too, 
like him, will have more wealth than thev can use. But it 1s sate 
to say that under a co-operative regime no man will be able to rise 
to the top of one of the great industrial organizations of the state 
without being at least one of the hest men 1n 1t in every posstble 
way. And this will mean that the whole nation will be under the 
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Same incentive, not only a few thousands. Today, when a man 1s 
working for one railroad corporation he 1s not eligihle for promo- 
ton 1m Some other railroad. . 'The competition and the incentive 1s 
contined 1n that company to 1ts own personnel. Under a co-opera- 
tive State the high office of director of ratliroads would he open to 
evervone in the railroad world. Co-operation will increase incen- 
tive by nmeasurably mcreasmg the personal and national reward 
to» those who can serve the state and themselves at the same tine. 

\lost of the great work oft the world has been done, not for 
money, but tor love. By great work 1s meant, not_ stock gambling 
or market rigging, but real deeds of heroism, service and genus. 
HiStory Shows poor men working all their ves long without hope 
07 pecumary reward, and rich ones without needing it. AMost of 
the wars of the world have brought no pecuniary reward to the 
hehters; most of all the art ot the world brought httle to 1ts crea- 
tors ; poets, dramatists, musical composers, have starved to death, 
and even in politics the world's greatest statesmen have generally 
worked day and night for other reasons than those oft pecuniary 
Fain. 

All those things which can be offered to genius and hard work 
outside of actual cash, co-operation will give as reward; but in 
addition to everything else which 1s offered today, or can he 
1magined as being a teasible reward for. merit today or 1 any 
future time, Co-operation wants to offer, and clauns that its prin- 
ciples alone can ofter the actual cash reward itself. Co-operation 
will place wealth in the hands of the community s0 that the com- 
munity will have something to reward with. It will insist that 
the business of rewarding good and great work $shall be placed, 
[or the first time in history, upon a business and scientiftic bas1s. 

Production under co-operation will bring the ineentive of let1s- 
ure. The drudgery of the world will be performed by machinery. 
\lachinery night now be doing thousands of things unpleasant to 
human bÞheings, but perfectly pleasant to the machine, and there- 
fore a rational community will exploit steel, which has no feeling, 
no ambition, no aspiration, rather than human s$pirit which has all 
three. Most of the cleaning of the world can be done by machines. 
[t 1s done by machines now, but they are human machines. A 
co-operator would say that a human machine 1s not a human Þþe- 
ing, and that rather than have our cleaning done at the expense 
of human hte 1t would be hetter to live s:mpler hves and not have 
80 many aishes to wash. Genins of inventors mav be turned from 
hattleships to merchant ships, from the wheat pit to the wheat 
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held and the kitchen. The reason why a thousand appliances which 
night be, are not, 1s hecause women's labor 1s cheap, cheaper than 
the apphances. The Doukhobors in Saskatchewan use their women 
as plow horses, but co-operation would supply the Doukhobors with 
Steam plows and the steam would free the women. 

[t 1s probable that mvention, under a co-operative government 
will be the most highly paid and highly honored field of human 
endeavor. With the tremendous start which we have already 
toward a machine civihzation we shall presently be 1n possess10n 
of the dream of all the slave-holding aristocracies of the past. 
\Ve $shall he an aristocracy holding 1n perpetual bondage a great 
Slavedom of 1ron- and steel. The mineral world will free the spirit 
world, and humanity for the first instance 1n history will own its 
Own time, its day will he 1ts own. Abohsh then, the triple waste of 
men, time and commoclities, and conserve the mental and $spiritual 
Powers of all men and women, and we must have before us a won- 
derful new civilization. | SYDNEY HILLY ARD.
